THE Succeſs of this Expedition is 
ſo well known, I need only obſerve, 
that we found Cadiz in a much better

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there much leſs inclin'd to the Intereſt 
of the Houle of Auſtria, than had been 
expected: Yet tis agreed on all Hands, 
that this Project, unſucceſsful as it prov- 
ed, was not ill concerted at Home; for 
indeed, King William, whoſe watchful 
Genius took no Reſt whenever the Li- 
berties of Europe were in Danger, had 
thought of it before he Died, upon ob- 
ſerving the Meaſures France purſued :

» B our Diſa appointment at Cadiz, we 
were convinc'd that the Sparzards, at 
e 3M leaſt thoſe of Andaluſia, had not Vigour 
y enough to think of ſhaking off the 
4 French Yoke, and that Spain was not 
to be reduc d by a Declaration. Con- 
ſidering therefore the conſtant Difficul- 
ties that attend Deſcents in an Enemies 
Country, where the Hazard is ever great, 
and the Succeſs uncertain, it was 
thought highly neceſſary to engage the 


B 4 King 
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King of Portugal in a Treaty, which, 
beſides many other apparent Advania- 
ges to the Common Cauſe, would fur- 
niſh us with an excellent Port for our 
Ships, and a Door to enter Spain in a 
more Commod ious Manner. 

HIS Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, no leſs 
Senſible of the Influence any Treaty of 
this Nature would have npon his 
Grandſon's Affairs, left no Methods un- 
eſſay d by his Ambaſſador at Lisbon to 
diſſuade the Portugueſe from liſt'ning to 
our Propoſals; but the Eperor, the 
Queen, and States-Ceneral, politively re- 
fuſing to allow them a Newtrality, and 
the French not being able to turniſh 
that Number of Ships which they had 
promis'd for the Protection of the Por- 
tugueſe Coaſts, all other Dithculties 
were ſoon remov'd, and Don Pedro, 
then King of Portugal, entred into a 
League offenſi ve and defenſive with the 
Emperor, England, and Holland, for ex-

N.5. Charles upon theThrone of his Anceſtors. 
THE Happy Arrival of the Almi. 
raute of Caſtile 48 this Time in Por. 
tugal, the Hopes of a Revolution upon 
his coming oyer, and the Glory the 


King 
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King of Portugal promis'd himſelf in giv- 
ing a Prince to that Monarchy, upon 
which his own Kingdom not long be- 

fore been dependent, helped very much 
towards the Diſpatch of a Negotiation, 
which was almoſt entirely managed by 
Mr. Methuen, to whoſe Experience, 
and indefatigable Addreſs, the Alliance 
in general is as much indebted for this 
Treaty, as his own Country in particu- 
lar for another of Commerce. 

BY this Treaty of Alliance, among(t 
other Things, it was ſtipulated, that 
the Moſt Serene Arch-Duke, being un- 
deniably entituled to the Spaziſh Monar- 
chy, by Vertue of a Renunciation from 
the Emperor, his Father, and from the 
King of the Romans, his Elder Brother, 
ſhould come in Perſon to Lisbon, atten- 
ded by a Royal Fleet, and accompanied 

with an Army of 12000 Men, Two 
Thirds Exgliſh, and One Dutch, to which 
the King of Portugal was to join 13000 
Portugueſe, at the Expence of the 
Allies, and 15 more at his own, 
making in the whole an Army of 7000 
Horſe, and 33000 Foot; who were 
by Vertue of the ſaid Treaty to be un- 
der the Command of His Portugueſe Ma- 
jeſty, and his Generals, Lol *

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IN this Manner the Scheme was laid 
by the Miniſters at Home for a vigorous 
Proſecution of the War in Hain; and 
their Part towards it performed, by ſend- 
ing His Catholic Majeſty to Portugal af- 


ter his Arrival in England, according to 


the Terms of the Treaty, without Loſs 
of Time, tho' there was no Money give 
en by Parliament this Year for that 
Service: For King Charles landed at 
Portſmouth about the latter End of De- 
cember, 1703. And notwithſtanding 
the Delay occaſioned by violent Storms, 
the Confederate Fleet convey'd him 
ſaf t) Lisbon with the Forces ſtipula- 
ted by the Treaty, under the Command 
of the D— of Sc g, by the 
End of February, to the great Mortifi:a- 
tion of the French Ambaſſador then re- 
ſiding there, who immediately retired 
into Spain. | | 
I ſhall not interrupt the Connection

at the ſame Time was commanded by 
his Lordſhip to proceed with 2 Thous 
fand Men into Murcia, the direct con- 
trary Road to Madrid: Which Orders 
the Brigadier obey'd after the Surrender 
of Alicam, but loſt a great many Men in

13 indeed he left behind him at Elche, an 
ts open Town between Alicant and Ora- 
fill | gxella, where they were ſurpriz d, and 


made Priſoners of War, by the Enemy. 
BUT what is further remarkable in 
this Affair, the Troops under the Com- 
mand of Brigadier G—ge, which were 
ſo much wanted in Caſtile, really contri- 
buted very little towards the Reduction 
of Alicaut; for as the Fleet, without 
any Aſſiſtance from the Army, had 
made themſelves Maſters of Carthagena 
not long before by the exemplary Cou- gh 
rage and Conduct of Sir G— B. N 2 
and Sir F— JF ge, ſo now the 
Squadron which Sir 7 — L—e had 
ordered Sir G B—-g to Command 
for that Purpoſe, did Bombard and Can- 
nonade the Town of Alicant with fa 
much Succeſs, that ina few Days they 
made Two Practicable Breaches in the 
Wall between the Eaſt and Weſt Gates, 
which the Sailors bravely ftorm'd, 
and Sir G— B—-g being in Poſſeſſi- 
on of the Place, forc'd open the Gates 
to let the Land-Forces in, who having 
loſt their Engineer Petit, were not yet 
even Maſters of the Suburbs, 
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MANY Apologies have been made 
for his Lordſhip upon this important Ob- 
jection to his Conduct and his Hiſtori- 
an has gone ſo tar as toaſſert that his Ex- 
cellency had nothing ſo much at Heart, 
even from the Date of his leaving Bar- 
celona, as a March to Madrid, how juſt, 
1y the World will judge. But to con- 
vince all Mankind of the Candour of my 
Intentions in this Matter, I will take the 
Liberty of Printing the Extract of One 
of his own Letters in Anſwer to a Query 
made bis Lordſhip by the E-— of 
S d upon this Head.

© THAT I had poſitive Orders to ſolicite

and thereupon his Majeſty gave me Orders 
© to keep the Troops ready for embarking, 
© with the Aſſurances that he depeaded on the 
Forces under my Lord G s Command,

«© And laÞly, That as ſoon I could, with any 
„ Safety, J bzoke from a kind of Pꝛiſon in

to attend the King of Spain with the Troops

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THUS the Reader will obſerve my 
Lord P- = had ſeveral Reaſons why 
he could not march without Delay to 
Madrid); but ſo ſoon as he could break 
looſe under Pretence of a Council of 
War, he did actually go thither without 
Loſs of Time. 

ONE of theſe Reaſons is, Want of 
Equipage, which I muſt confeſs at firſt 
Sight has very great Weight in it; but 
when I conſider that his Lordſhip in his 
Anſwer to the Five Queſtions reprinted 
at the End of this Book, values himſelf 
in cxpreſs Terms for having carried on 
the War in Spain without Men, Money, 
Ammunition, Baggage or Proviſions; 
where only one of theſe Circumſtances 
was wanting, and where there was ſo 
little Oppoſition in the Way, one 
would imagine a Perſon of his Lord- 
ſip's Marvellous Genius might have o- 
vercome ſo ſmall a Difhculty, had his 
Inclinations been entirely bent upon a 
March to Madrid, as his Hiſtorian would 
have us believe; for tis certain he did 
find Ways to ſend a Body of Twelve 
Hundred Men to Alicent, under the 
Command of Brigadier G ge ſome 
few Days after his Arrival at Valencia; 


whereas all the Troops that his Lord- 


ſhip 
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ſhip carried with him, when Two 
Months after under the Pretence of a 
Council of War, he had broke through 
all Reſtraints to join the Portugeſe Ar- 
my, were not much above One Third 
of that Number: Tho' the E— f 
P w had then aitnally under his 
under his Command in Spain 1 hirteen En- 
gliſn Battallions, and Four Regiments of 
Dragoons. 

TO me, I muſt confeſs, it appears 
ſomething odd, That his Lordſhip

THE Campaign now drew nigh, 
and the E of u return'd to 
Italy. The Troops that arrived with 
E— R-—-—rs, as I have already 
obſerv'd, had been quarter'd upon their 
! anding in the Villages and open Towns 
next adjacent to Alicant, extending them- 
{elves as far as Elche, which is the mid- 
dle Way between Alicant and Oræguella, 
on the Borders of Marcia, a Wall'd Town, 
which we had an Inclination to take in 
before the opening of the Campaign, to 
leave the Kingdom of Valencia as well 
guarded on that Side as poſſible againſt 
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any Inourſions from the Enemy. But 
this Project was ſoon laid aſide for want 
of Proviſions. 

IN the Councils of War where the 
Operations of the enſuing Campaign were 
ſettled, it had been unanimoully agreed 
to march to aarid by the Way of Ar- 
7agon ; and as the S eader will have ob- 
ſerv'd in Don Juan Antonio Romeo's L et- 
ter, the King of ai promis'd to join 
the Army there; but as every one 
thought it unreaſonable to leave the Poor 
Kingdom of Valencia, which had ſhown

HENCE we are informed of the true 
Reaſons why all the Generals of the Al- 
lies unanimouſly reſolv'd to Fight that 
Battle, for which my Lord G * 
and the late Miniſtry have been ſo ſe- 
verely cenſur'd; tho? his Lordſhip was 
not Commander in Chief there, nor did 
the Miniſtry ſend him Orders to Fight, as 
has been very ridiculouſly ſuggeſted ; for 
neither could they have been capable of 
giving, or his Lordſhip of obeying, any 
ſuch Directions at that Diſtance, unleſs 
he had thought them apparently Neceſ- 
fary, apd for the Benefit of the Com- 
mon Cauſe, 

'THO' the Succels of this Action 
prov'd different from what might have 
been wiſh'd, 'tis certain the ill Fate of 
that Day cannot with the leaſt Colour 
of Juſtice be imputed to the Earl of 
, ſince it is notoriouſly known 
both his Lordſhip and the Troops im- 

mediately 
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mediately under his Command, as well 
as the Dutch that were preſent, did their 
Duty to Admiration; but wanting 
near Five Thouſand of the King of 
Spain's Forces, with Part of the Dutch 
that had been detach'd contrary to my 
Lord G-———y's Opinion to Arragon, 
and being oppreſs'd by unequal Num- 
bers, Part of our Army were forc'd to 
give Way, and the reſt to ſurrender Pri- 
ſoners of War upon Honourable Terms. 

YET as many Regiments as we loſt 
at Almanza, and as much Noiſe as this 
Misfor tune has made in the World, *tis 
certain it only reduc'd us to a Neceſſity 
of acting upon the Defenſive : For my 
Lord G—— ſays in his Narrative. 


THE Cavalry of the Allies, with ſome 
* Part of the Foot that had eſcaped the ill Fate 
of the Day, joined again at Aleira, and re- 
* tired to Tortoſa; and finding the Enemy had 
* crols'd the Ebro, I endeavour'd by oppohng 
their Paſſage over the Cinca to amuſe them 
* till the latter End of the Campaign. Mean 
time with great Expedition I gathered the 
broken Remains of the Foot, out of which 
* I form'd Five Battallions, and rais'd Four 
© more of Catalans, with which we made a 
| © ſtand againſt a Victorious Enemy, and pre- 
© ſery'd the Principality of Catalonia entire, 
® excepting Lerida ; after the taking of which 
„Place the Enemy thought fit to retire to 
* Winter Quartgrs, and we did the ſame. 
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HIS Lordſhip upon this Occaſion; 
as well as on all others, has ſpoken 
with too great Mogeſty ;3 for he did 
nor only preſerve the Principality of 
Catalonia entire, excepting Leri la, 
but even in Valencia itielf, except the 
open Country, which is ever at the 
Mercy of a Superior Army ; the Ene- 
my all that Year only made 'themlelves 
Maſters of Two littie Towris, Alcira 
and Aativa ; for Alicant, Deni Villa, 
Joyoſa and Alcoy, remain'd in our Poſſeſſi- 
on till the tollowing Year: 


THO my Lord G was 


much wounded in this Action, yet 


' Neither this, nor the deeper Wound, 
which the Loſs of the Day had given 
him, were capable of making his Lord - 
ſhip forget even the minuteſt Cares in- 
cumbent on a General. 

THE Day afier the Battle, not 
being able to write himſelf, he ordered 
Captain Dolon, one of his Aids de 
Camp, to ſend the neceſſary Directions 
to Major-General Richards, then Gover- 
nour of Alicant; and the Day following 
he writ himſelf, both to the Mzjor-Ge- 
eral, and Sir G— B-. who Com- 


manded the Squadron then in the 
1 5 and as he had ever ſſtiown a 
garticular 
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particular Zeal for the Service, (perſo. 
nally contributing more than one to- 
wards the Conqueſts on the Coaſts of 
Spain z) ſo upon this unhappy Occa- 
ſion he very ſeaſonably aſliſted my 
Lord G — 9, and did much to- 
wards helping the broken Army of the 
Confederates out of thoſe Difficulties 
they then labour'd under, as may be Fl 
ſeen trom the following Letters. "

* THE Troops being in Quarters, I went to 
Lisbon, where I had certain Advice that G- 

* braltar was beſieg d, and Mareſchal Theſj? 
gone thither ; upon which, confidering the 
Importance of the Place, I immediately ſent

te the Prince of Heſſe Four of the Befi Regi- 
* ments of Foot under my Command, viz. 
the Battallion of Guards, my Lord Barry- 
4 more's, Lord Domegall's, and Lord Montjoye's, 
together with a large Supply of Ammunition 
* and Proviſions, which the Garriſon wanted 
* extreamly. This Relief arriv'd in good 
* Time, and prov'd fo Succeſsful, as not only 
* to defend the Place, but tp hold out a Siege 
that entirely ruin'd the Enemy's Infantry, 
* and prevented their being able to take the 
Field the following Spring tn Alentejo. 

* BEING inform'd of their Condition, as 
«© likewiſe that there was but a very ſmall 
« Garriſon in Badajox, I endeavour'd to per- 
4 ſwade the Portugueſe to attack that Place, 
„but could not then prevail; however, they 
* took Valencia de Alcantara by Storm, and Al- 
* buquerque by Capitulation, under the Com- 
© mand of the Conde das Galveas; and after- 
* wards retir'd to Quarters of Refreſhment, 
po as is uſual in the exceſſive Heats of the Sum- 

mer. 

<< DURING this Interval I went to Lisben 
to confer with the Earl of Peterborow, I 
found the King of Spain deſigu'd to embark 
„ with him; and not doubting but the Earl 
* was bound upon ſome Important Expedition, 
« tho' I had no Orders to that Purpoſe, and 
© had now only One Regiment of Horſe, Two 
© of Dragoons, and Five of Foot, left under 
* my Command in 1 I offer'd him 
«& whatever Part of theſe Troops he pleas'd to 
& defire. The Earl accepted of my Offer, and 
& choſe the Royal Regiment of Dragoons, and 
* Cuuntngham's ; taking likewiſe an Order with 
him from me to the Governour of Gibraltar 
for ſuch Regiments from thence as he ſhould 
think fit te take on * leaving ouly 8 

b 7 U — 
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& ſufficient Garriſon for the Defence of the 
% Town; and accordingly his Lordſhip took 
% from thence thoſe Four Regiments which 
„ had ſent thither to the Relief of the 
6 Place. 

«© AFTER the King of Spain. and my Lord 
8 Petcrborow were ſailed, with great Difficulty 
6 I prevailed upon the Portugueſe to beſiege. Þa- 
& dajix in Autumn; but inſtead of taking the 
* Field, as we had agreed to do, in the Begin- 
„ ning of September, it was the 2d of Odlober 
* before I could get them to inveſt the Place 
„ under the Cemmand of the Marquiſs Das 
% Minas, Our Cannon had already begun to 
* play with Succeſs, when an Accident hap- 
% pen'd ina Battery, which I went thither to 
*© repair ; and being there to give the neceſſary 
© Oiders for that Purpoſe, I loſt my Arm by 
& a Canncn-ſhot from the Town ; but it is the 
* general Opinion, that if the Diſpolition 
„which I put in Writing the very Morning 
the Misfortuue happen d to me, and pro- 
& pos'd to a Council of War, where the ſame 
& was agreed to, had been duly executed, Ma: 
& reſchal Theſſe could never have reliev'd the 
© Place, which mult neceſſarily have fallen into 
* our Hands in a very few Days. 

& NOT long after the Siege was rais'd, News 
* came of the Surrender of Barcelona to King 
„ Charles; and about a Month after, that 

* Mareſchal Theſſe had marchi'd with the beſt 
Part of the Forces quatter'd on the Frontict 
* of Portugal, in ordet to join the Duke of An 
jou. and beſiege Barcelona again. 

** UF ON this I reſolved to propoſe to th: 
& Portugueſe to march to Madrid, concluding, 
that either the Duke of Anjon would, by thi: 
Means, be obliged to quit the Siege of Bar: 
0 cel ona, Or elle that we could meet with n

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Oppoſition in our Way. For this Purpoſe I 
Ly took. a Journey to Lisbon, even while my 
* Wound, upon the cutting off my Arm, was 
2 {till open, and had ſuch Succeſs with the Kin 

of Poxeugal, that his Troops took the Fiel 
the following Spring by the 25th of March, 
N. S. under the Command of the Marquiſs 
* Das Minas, with Intention to beſiege Alcan- 
* tara, and march that Way to Madrid. Mean 
* time the Duke of Berwick, who had been 
* ſent to Command on the Frontier of Portugal 
in Mareſchal Theſſe's ſtead, had thrown Ten 
* Regiments of Foot into Badajox, and march'd 
„with Seven more, and a Body of 4000 Horſe, 
* towards Alcantara, in order to reinforce that 
* Garriſon by the Addition of thoſe Seven Re- 
„ giments, which he had accordingly left there, 
and then came back to Brocas with his Ca- 
* valry, where we ſurpriz'd him, beat his Rear- 
„Guard, purſued him a conliderable Way, 
and took poſſeſſion of the Caſtle of Brocas, in 
© which Place we left a Garriſon to Cover our 
* Forragers during the Time that we ſhould lye 
© before Alcantara. 

* AFTER this we continu'd our March to 
* Alcantara, which ſurrender'd to us in a very 
few Days; we took Ten good Battallions 
© Priſoners of War there, and found above 
„Sixty Pieces of Cannon in the Place, wich 
„great Store of Small Arms and Ammuni- 


tion. 

„AFTER the Surrender of Alcantara we 
© croſs'd the Tagus there; and having taken in 
e ſome Places of ſmall Note upon our March, 
and forced a Paſs at Maſſagona, where the 
„Enemy had entrenched themſelves, we ad- 
* yvanced as far as the Bridge of Almaras, 
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«BUT here the Portugueſe reſolv'd finant- 
* mouſly to return Home again, not withſtand- 
ing all the Arguments the Generals of the 
© Allies could offer to the contrary, which 
happen d very unfortunately ; for had the 
* Army march'd directly from thence to Ma- 
& drid, in all probability we muſt have arriv d 
* there at the ſame Time with the News of 
* the Duke of Anjou's being return'd to France, 
© theDutcheſs muſt have been oblig'd to eſcape 
* alone ; and the Tribunals being ſtill there, 
tis very likely the War would have been 
*% over. 
* SOME of the Portugueſe were willing to go 
* back and befiege Badajox, which was entire- 
* ly laying afide all Thoughts of Madrid ; but 
* others for attacking Ciudad Rodrigo, and by 
* joining with theſe, I engaged them, after the 
* Taking of that Place, to go to Madrid. But 
* the Time which was loti on this Occaſion 
© had given the Duke of Anjou an Opportunity 
© of returning from France to Madrid, from 
* whence he withdrew the Court, and all the 
* Tribunals, before our Army could reach that 
© Place; ſo upon our Arrival there we found 
© Madrid an open Village; and the Troops 
having been extreamly weakned by ſo long a 
„March, were not above 4000 Horſe, and 
6 8 or 10,000 Foot. | 
** THE Portugaeſe Generals, and thoſe of the 
* Allies, thought it highly neceffary the King 
of Spain ſhould come to Madrid as ſoon as 
** poflible ; for beſides the Advantage his Pre- 
& ſence might have been to his own Affairs, it 
„was of the laſt Importance to us to be imme- 
* diatcly F008 by the Forces with the King, 
2 and under the Earl of Peterborow's Command, 
not being Strong enough without them to 
4 attack the Duke of Anjou, who had already

received ſome Succours from France; beſides 
the 5500 Horſe and 8000 Foot, of which 
the Duke of Berwieks Army conkiſted. after

* BEING perfectly inform'd of the Enemy's

* Reaſons to belleve, that if we were join'd 
© in time by all the Forces, with the King and

Anjou entirely out of Spain, make ourſelves

* AS the next Beſt Means to adviſe our

AND whereas that Noble Lord is pleas'd to

„ me of my Arrival at Madrid with the For- 
„ tugueſe; and as an Argument of my Neglect 
4 of him on that Subject, produces an Inſtance 
of one Officer that happened to paſs 3 
4 his Quarters with Letters from me to the 
4 King, and none for his Lordſhip, J am ob- 
4 liged to obſerve, That I gave this fficer an

& Pterborow, offering him the Command of

T H AT the Earl of Peterborow be deſired to 
acquaint the Committce how he was e, with 
Men and Money during tbe Time he Commanded 
in Spain? And what Applications be made for either 
And to whom | 
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T O the Firſt Queſtion he was pleas d to an- 
[wer. That the Management of the War in 
* Spain, when under the Conduct of other Ge- 
** nerals, was not only ſupported by great 
Numbers of Men, and valt Sums of Money, 
but alſo with notorious Falſhoods, publiſh'd 
in their Favour to excuſe their repeated 
© Diſgraces : Whereas his Lordſhip was not 
* ſupported as the Service required, with ei- 
ther Men or Money; but his Conduct tra- 
% duced, notwithſtanding his conſtant Suc- 
& cefles, by Multitudes of Repreſentations and 
+ Suggeſtions to his Prejudice, all of them de- 
*© tected to be falſe, before your Lordſhips on 
e the Evidence lying before the Houſe, or in 
© his Hands to prove them ſo, whenever his 
«© Lordſhip ſhould be allowed the Oppor- 
* runity. 

THA T he had no Reinforcements of Men 
till Three or Four Days before the French 
e rais'd the Siege of Bartelona That Mr. Stan-

And that he received no Money from Engla!

© THAT the Troops he brought there did 
© not amount to 5000, tho* Publiſh'd in the 


 ©© Engliſh Gazette to amount to/25,000. 


* THA T no One Regiment was provided 
% with the leaſt e no Mule nor Horſe, 
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& no Carriage for the Troops, nor any Beaſt of 
* Draught for the Artillery, no Magazines for 
„ Proviſions for a March; his Lordſhip never 
* having receivd any Money from England till 
* that Time, having taken and relieved Bar. 
& celona, drove 7000 Men with 3oco out of Va- 
& lencia, and 25,000 Men out of Spain, with the 
inconſiderable Forces he had, before he received 
* One Peny from England, His Lordſhip faid 
further, He never had any Eſtabliſhment or- 
* dered, nor allowed for Baggage-moneys For- 
& rage-money, or the Train of Arrillerv, till juſt 
about the Time when the Command of the 
& Forces was put into other Hands. His Lord- 
© ſhip was pleas'd to ſay, he was forc'd to ſhift 
as well as he could with what Money he 
© had of his own. and could pick up and down 
„the World, and was rewarded for his Pains 
and Services with having his Bills proteſted, 
© which he drew from Genoz for Moneys put 
on Board Her Ma jeſty's Ships, for which Her 
Captains were accountable to the Paymaſter, 
„and put out of the Earl's Power. That the 
e Troops received the full Sum without 
any Diſcount, tho' this was made Uſe of by a

e that he came not to Guadalaxara til} e 
I Days after the Portugueſe had been 4 11 
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& incamp'd there, as I can make appear by the 
* Oath of ſeveral Officers; and conſequently it 
& was impoſſible for him to have ſeen us re- 
treating thither. | 
„I believe it may be neceſſary upon this Oc- 
ce caſion to repeat, that when his Lordſhip did 
join us, he brought no more Engliſh Troops 
& with him than One Regiment of Dragoons, 
& and a Detachment of another, tho' he had 
& actually at that time, under his Command in 
Spain, 13 Engliſh Battallions, and Four Regi- 
* ments of Dragoons; as likewiſe, that the 
Officer who (his Lordſhip ſays ) paſſed 
through his Quarters with Letters for the 
© King of Spain, and none for him, was 
* never deſignd to have gone within ſeveral 
Leagues of his Lordhip, unleſs he had been 
* o0blig'd to it by a Party of the Enemy, as I 
© have already explain'd more at large in my 
© Narrative; and I cannot help obſerving, tis 
+ very improbable that that Officer ſhould have 
* had Ocrahion to apply to the Exrl's Secretary 
for Money, becauſe I gave him an 100 Piſtoles 
© at the time I diſpatch'd him. 
* In his Lordſhip's Anſwer tothe Third Que- 
« ſtion he is pleas'd to ſay, —That the Earl of 
©« Gallway continued about 40 Days at Madrid, 
© without making any Endeavours to augment bis 
** Troops, or provide any Magazines for the Subſi. 
& ftence of his Army; that meeting the Enemy 
* renexpetedly, and retreating to the Camp of Gua- 
* dalaxara, the Troops were without Proviſions, 
& and in the greatcft Diſorder, In Reply to this 
Paragraph I do affirm, that the Portugueſe 
+ ftaid no longer Time at Madrid than was ne- 
* ceſfary to get the King Proclaim'd there, 
* which did not exceed Ten Days; then ad- 
& vanc'd as far as Gua lalaxara, and afterwards 
* to Guad araxa, about 60 Miles beyond Madrid, 
* wacre we obliged Part of the Duke of Anjou's 
| % Froops 
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by Troops to repals the River; but were not 
1 willing to engage them at atime when we 
* had reaſon to expect we ſhould have been 
„Join d in a very few Days by the Forces with 
ſe the King of Hain, and Earl of Peterborom, 
bs which was the only ſecure Method left us to 
©, augment our Troops; for it would have been 
very imprudent to have attempted to form 
„Corps of the Caſtilians, who were entirely 
i devoted to the Duke of Anjou's Intereſt. But 
* all the Officers of the Any know we were ſo 
far from wanting Pravitions ourſelves, that 
ve ſent a Convoy of &toco Loaves to meet 
the King and Earl of Peterborow, which (by 
* their Delay in not advancing faſt enough) 
* grew Mouldy, and jwas afterwards pillaged 
* by the Peaſants. His Lordſhip's Information 
* of our want of Intelligence of the Enemies 
* Motions, and of our Diforder upon the Re- 
* treat, are as great Mitiakes as the former: 
For the Occaſion of our advancing to Cuada- 
* raxars was purely to poſt ourſclves in ſuch a 
* manner as to prevent the Enemy ftiom march- 
ing or ſending Detachments to intercept the 
King of Spain; and when we had reaton to 
&© believe him out of Danger, we return'd to 
& Guadalaxara, there to be join'd by the King 
© and Earl of Peterborow ; nor was it poſſible 
& for his Lordſhip to have ſeen our Diſorder, 
had there been any, becauſe, as I have alrea- 
“dy obſerved, he came not to Guadalaxars 
c himſelt till ſome Days after we had been 
* incamp'd there. 

* Not withſtanding the Earl of Peterborow is 
* pleas'd to ſay, That we loſt roco Men in 


& the Retreat to Valencia, without a Blow, and en- 
e rirely ruin'd our whole Cavalry, tis certain 
„our Loſs upon that Occaſion was very incon- 
„ fiderable. if any; and the Retreat made in ſo 
*© good Order, that the Enemy eee 5 
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ce they were in Number,) never durſt venture 
G to Attack us, after the warm Recepticn 22 
& of their Squadrons met with from T woBzttal- 
« 1jons under the Command of Colonel Wade, 
jn the Town of Villa Nova. notwithſtanding 
& we were oblig'd to croſs Plains and Rivers in 
© their View. 

And tho? his Lordſhip averrs in his Anſwer 
© to this Queſtion That this Retreat was made 
2 the King's Opinion, and that of all his 
& Officers and Miniſters, it is certain the Retrcat 
© was concerted aid agreed upon in a Council 
* of War: Tis true, ſome Perſons about the 
** King ſeem'd #t firit inclinable to have taken 
© Quarters in Caſtile, but that was ſoon after 
found impraQticable ; for none of thoſe Spa- 
* mards, who were bett acquainted with the 
Country, could make a Diſpoſition of Quar- 
© ters where: the Troops could be ſecure ; and 
© therefore it was reſolved immediately to crofs 
* the Tagus, before the approaching Rains 
* ſhould have rendred the Fords iropracticable; 
* which being done, our next Deſign was to 
* havelodz2*d ourſelves behind the River Xwcar : 
* Bat neither could this bs done without ta- 
© king a ſmall Town with a Caitle upon that 
* River that commanded a Bridge. where the 
Enemy had a Garriſon , and therefore a Diſ- 
* poſition was made for attacking this Town ; 
25 bac by the Delay of the King's Generals the 

5 Execution of this Matter was ſo long deferr'd, 
6 that the Enemy had already reinforced their 

* Garriſon, and were advanced ſo near us with 

2 a ſuperior Force, that it was not thought ad- 

viſeable to attempt the Place; Thus the only 

*EReſource left us was the Kingdom of Valen- 


* ca, whither we were ablolutely obliged to 


retreat, that we might preſerve our Commu- 
* nication with the deas, and Canton with

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Nor is it to be wondred that Count Noy- 
&« elles, in his Letter to the Earl of Peterborow, 
© ſhould ſeem diſſatistied with the Meaſures 
* that were then taken, ſince 'tis well known 
“ that General uſed Underhand to ridicule 
© thoſe very Opinions in Councils of War to 
e© which he had given his own Aſſent: For be- 
* ing diſappointed of the Command of the 


Army, (which was what he expected at his 


* firſt Arrival) he ſeem'd reſolv'd that no 
* other General ſhould have an Army to Com- 
© mand. Tis very notorious, that a Datch and 
** Spaniſh Battallion, with a Detachment of 
& Engliſh and e e amounting to above 
© 3000 Men, were ſent to Cuenga, and thrown

6 treat to Valencia,) purely to ſatisfie his Im- 
© portunity ; for I always foreſaw It would be 
* impo{lible to protect a Garriſon at that Dl- 
* ftance from our Quarters ; but what is ſtill 
5 more extraordinary, the ſending the King's 
© Troops into Arragon with Part of the Dutch, 
* who might otherwiſe have been at the Battle 
© of Almanza, was another F, tal Effect of Count 
* Noyeller's Advice. 

ein the Earl of Peterborow's Anſwer to the 
© Fourth Queſtion he is pleas'd to ſay, —That 
& ſeveral Councils of War were held in the Month 
6 of January at Valencia, about the time that 1n- 
& telligence was brought, that the Forcer under 
v© the Larl Rivers were entred into the Mediter- 
* ranean, in order to adjuſt the Meaſures for the 
L enſuing Campaign: That the Matters therein de- 
«hated were principally, whether the Army ſhould

© In the Debates the Earl of Peter borow poſi- 
„ tively aſſures, That the Earl of Gallway, 
& Mr. Stanhope, and the Lord Tyrawley, iy 
“ ported thoſe Meaſures with the Portugueſe Ge 
r neral ; and that the King, the Count de oy: 
„elles: 
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& elles, the Spaniſh Generals and Minifters, with 
e himſelf, argued ſtrongly againſt thoſe Meaſwres, 
&« as highly dangerous and impratticable ; and this 
in repeated Councils of War, till, at laſt, the Earl 
&* of Pererborow., ſolicited by the Kang of Spain 
4 to renew the Debate, defired the King that he 
ee would order all call'd ts the Council to bring 
* their Opinions in Writing, that every Bodies Opi- 
nion, and Reaſons for that Opinion, might appear, 
& and be known to the World; which, 83 to 
& the Kings Commands were put in Writing, and 
& delivercd at the Council. 3 

© IN Reply to this Aſſertion, I would beg 
© Leave to appeal to your Lordſhip's Memo- 
& ries, whether, upon the firſt mention of theſe 
* Reſolutions in this moſt Honourable Houſe, 
the Earl did not as politively affirm, That the 
Concluſiue Council for the Operations of the enſu- 
ing Campaign was held on the 15th of January? 
© And whether he did not offer to depoſe on Oath, 
& that in that very Council no Perſon whatcvey 
© was of Opinion for making an Offenſive War, 
« and againſt dividing the Troops, but the Lord Ty» 
© rawley, Mr. Stanhope and 17 Soon after 
indeed, upon Farther Recollection, he was

* fieur Freiſheim, and I. The laſt Six his Lordſhip has 
* plainly left on our Side; but my Lord Tyrawley poſi- 
** tively affirms Count Oropeza was of the ſame Opinion, 


and believes Count Crſana was ſo too. Thus taking 


the Matter as the E. of Peterborow is pleas'd to ſtate it, 
* we had an Equality, and, as my Lord Tyrazvley re- 
members, the greater Number of our Party. 
perhaps when my Lord Peterborow contended fo po- 
** ſitively to prove that Council of the 15th of January 
* Concluſive, he was led into that Error by the Miſtake 
in my Lord Sunderland's Letter, in Anſwer to One of 
** Mr. Stanhope's of Jan. 15; but he has ſince been pleas'd 
** to allow that the Council of the 15th was not Coxclu- 
ive, and that many more Subſequent Councils were 
held, which determin'd the Operations of the enſuing 
© Campaign, wherein he voted himſelf for marching to 
* Madrid by the Way of Arragon, which, I ſhould have 
imagined, had left nofarther Room to mention our 
Opinions of the 15th; but becauſe he is fill refolv'd 
to make good his Charge againſt my Lord Tyrawley, 
Mr. Stanhope, and me, he athrms to your Lordſhips, 
* That the Occaſion of that Change in the Subſequent Councils

& not but he would be able ſufficiently to juſtihe his 
© gown Conduct im this Affair: Yet I cannot help ſay- 
ing, that even M A LICE itſelf has never yet ſuggeſt- 
{+ ed, that my Lord Tyrawley, Mr. Stanhope, and I, did 
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* according to the beſt of our Underſtandings ; nor (with 
* great Submiſſion to this moſt Honourable Houſe) 
© ſha)l I ever be aſhamed toown an Opinion, which was 
„then not only the Common Senſe of the Army, 
© but agreeable to the Deſires and Intereſt of the whole 
Kingdom of England, _ | 

„IN the Earl of Peterborom's farther Anſwer to this 
& Queſtion he is pleas'd to fay, — That notwithſtandin 
& this, the Earl of Gallway brought the Army into the 
& Plains of Valencia, the direct contrary Rout to that of 
*© Arragon, and into all thoſe Dangers which he was to a. 
* void, by marching by the Head of the Tagus, In Reply 
* to this Anſwer I lhall only obſerve, that I had not the 
© Command of that Army, (which conſiſted of Three 
* ſeparate Bodies, Engliſh, Portugueſe, and Duteb,) 
& but the Marquiſs Das Mixas, from whom I always 
* received Orders, and the Battle of Almanza was fought

Thoulton was not concerted by the Earl of Peterbotow,

— And yet it is 
moſt certain that his Royal Highneſs did engage in an 
Attempt againſt Thoulon purſuant to the Project con- 
certed in England; and tho' that Attempt did not 
prove entirely ſucceſsful, it had a very good Effect: 
For thereby a great Body of the Enzmies Troops were

What his Lordſhip ſays concerning a Project that

In the Earl's Anſwer to the Fifth Queſtion he ſays, 
— The King of Spain, when the Troops were marching into

to no other Purpoſe, but to ſend by the Hands of his Secre- 
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ta of State a Proteſt, with his Reaſons why he would not 
oY uy 7 with the Army. but go to protect 15 Subjects in 
* Catalonia ; the Contents of which Proteſt the Earl very 
& well remembers, having had a Copy of it by the King's 
* Order. His Lordſhips Memory, as poſitive as he is, 
& muſt have fail'd him extreamly in this Matter; for the 
„Army never did march into Marcia, nor any Part of 
te it, except a Detachment of the Troops under his Lord- 
** ſhip's Command, which return'd from thence with 
„very ill Succeſs; and whatever he may averr to have 
* been the Reaſon of the King of Spain's leaving the Ar- 
©* my, and going to Catalonia, tis certain his Journey 
„ thither was fixed long before the Army Aſſembleqd, 
* for no other Reaſon that I ever yet heard of, but be- 
© cauſe he had a Mind to redreſs ſome Diſorders there; 
„ and His Majeſty always promiſed to be back again by 
© the time our Army ſhould be ready to take the Field: 
% And it is notoriovily known, that the Reaſons for that 
ws Jamey were thought ſo inſufficient, that not only all the 
& Foreign Generals and Miniſters, but even the City and 
% Kingdom of Valencia, by their Deputies, proteſted 
& againſt it. | 

As to what the Earl of Peterborow is pleas'd to fay 
© concerning thoſe Inſtruments which he has to produce 
« as Proofs of the King of Spain having been over ruled on 
many Occaſions in what be propos'd for the Publick Service 
I can only Reply, that I do not remember to have ſeen 
„any of thoſe Proofs, except a Letter of the King of 
„ Spain's to his Lordſhip, where his Majeſty obſerves 
© that the Engliſh, Portugueſe, and Dutch Generals, ha 
„ refuſed him Men to ſend to Majorca in Councils of 
% War held on the 17th and 19th of January; from 
& whence, I hope, I may reaſonably infer the great Pro- 
“ bability of thoſe Generals having been of Opinion but 
* Two Days before againſt dividing the Troops: And 
J muſt fay my Behaviour to the King of Spain, whillt 
& I had the Honour to ſerve under him, was ſuch, that 
« he never had Occaſion to complain againſt me by his 
& Miniſters to the Queen, as he did moſt ſtrenuouſly by 
the Count de Gallas againſt the Earl of Peterborow, 
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
